Among other 
things, I got the ±sax impression that this means that none of the official 
investigations so far have seen this material! 

I thought Kostman's letter was most unfortunate, no matter how busy they 
a te. X m sure he intended no insult. X still hope you all can get together. 

Re your letter of kj&i 1/18: on item #54 (3/6/64), the note seems to 
be "clear with Guthman." I can't read the other notes, and don't have the 
missing pages. 

Rumors about the HSC abound, none of them good — staff dissension, good 
people (Donovan, Rffish Lehner) leaving, etc. Also lots of rumors about Ah 
E pstein - it might be nice to get Lardner interested in that story. 

All I've seen from the second FBI batch is some stuff on me which Kostman 
found. I'm sure there’s lots more, since I had quite a bit of FOIA correspondence, 
and got stalled a lot. 

Enclosed is more of my clippings list (#51 thru 81 are new.) 

Also, my transcription of the radio-TV coverage. The Hudkins stuff (pp. 4-5) 
was particularly outrageous; I’ve enclosed a 1975 O'Toole article on Hudkins. 

I suspect we haven't heard the last of his odd stories. On p. 6, you can see 
that I made Hhhh Hoover's enemies list! 

Things remain extremely hectic here; I'll try to keep you filled in.
